MEMBERS OF ST. PAUL CONGREGATION, 1959 


In the summer of the year 1908 Pastor R. Piehler of Immanuel 
Lutheran Church, Klinger, lowa saw a need for conducting divine 
services in the newly established, fast growing village of Readlyn, 
three miles north of Klinger. These services were regularly conducted 
in the public school house in Readlyn. A number of members of 
Immanuel Congregation, Klinger, had moved to Readlyn as retired 
farmers and were anxious to establish a Lutheran Congregation in 
their immediate vicinity. On October 24, 1909 their wish became 
reality. Founded when Readlyn was only five years old, St. Paul 
Lutheran Church was the first in the village. Charter members of 
the congregation were: H. Wm. Meyerhoff, A. H. Moeller, Christ 
Warneke, J. W. Kehe, C. W. Diekmann, H. A. Griese, Wm. Albrecht, 
Wm. Klemp, Wm. F. Meyerhoff, Fred Kraft, F. L. Diekmann, Fred 
Strumpel. Of these four are living: J. W. Kehe, C. W. Diekmann, 
Wm. Klemp, and Fred Strumpel. Under the chairmanship of Pastor 
Piehler in this first meeting the following officers of the newly 
established congregation were elected: Elders: A. H. Moeller, H. Wm. 
Meyerhoff, Christ Warneke; treasurer: J. W. Kehe; secretary: C. W. 
Diekmann. The newly formed congregation decided immediately to 
erect a suitable church building for public worship. The first officers 
of the church were designated as the building committee. The cor- 
nerstone for the new church was laid on May 22, 1910. With grate- 
ful hearts members of the young congregation gathered with their 
friends to dedicate to the service of God their new house of worship 
in special services on Sunday, September 25, 1910. Pastor Paul 
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Brammer of St. Ansgar, Iowa; Pastor R. Piehler of Klinger, and 
the congregation’s first vicar, H. F. Buettner, were the speakers. 


During the first year of its existence St. Paul congregation was 
served by Pastor R. Piehler of the mother church at Klinger. In 
September 1910 a vicar was engaged to serve the congregation in 
the person of student H. F. Buettner, who served for one year. 


His successor was Student W. H. Cordts. In the fall of 1912 
the congregation issued its first divine call for a pastor of its own. 
Pastor Herman Mass, now retired and living in Lowden, Iowa, became 
the congregation’s first resident pastor. He remained until August, 
1926 when he accepted a call to Lowden, Iowa. 


The congregation’s parsonage was erected in 1912, having been 
completed and dedicated in November of the year shortly after the 
arrival of the first resident pastor, the Rev. Herman Mass. Since 
thet time it underwent various stages of remodeling, the last of 
which took place in 1957 before the arrival of the congregation’s 
present pastor, the Rev. W. A. Ave-Lallemant. 


From the very beginning of its history St. Paul Congregation 
was interested in a thorough Christian education of its youth. A 
Christian Day School was established and maintained. Until Nov- 
ember of 1915 this school was conducted by the vicars and the first 
resident pastor in the basement of the church. However, in the 
interest of better facilities for the growing school the congregation, 
in the spring of 1914, purchased the three lots north of the church 
for the purpose of erecting a school building which was dedicated 
on November 12. 1916. At that time the enrollment was 48. The 
building committee for the new school consisted of: H. H. Meyers, 
H. A. Griese, J. W. Kehe. .The approximate cost of the building was 
$2,300.00. Mr. W. F. Meyerhoff was constructor of the building. In 
the dedicatory services Pastors Louis Yockey of Klinger and W. H. L. 
Schultz of Monticello, Iowa encouraged the agit to praise 
and thank God for this blessing. 


Electric lights were installed in all buildings owned by the con- 
gregation in the year 1917. By this time the congregation numbered 
65 voting members, 177 communicants, 320 baptized souls. By 
Jconuary 1, 1920 the congregation was debt free, Gespite the rather 
ambitious building program of the first ten years of its history. 


On August 20, 1920 the congregation in special services observed 
the Tenth Anniversary of the building of the church. The school, 
which had'been faithfully taught by Pastor Mass until the year 1922, 
was taught by students from our Teachers’ Colleges until the 1926-28 
term. Three students served in this capacity: Ernest Huedepohl, 
Adolph Grebing, and W. J. Dicke. In the fall of 1925 the first regu- 
larly called teacher, Mr. Fred Torgler, who came to Readlyn from 
Courtland, Minnesota, was installed. The enrollment at this time 
was 58. The three lower grades were taught in the church basement 
by Pastor Mass. 


In August of the year 1926, after fourteen years of faithful serv- 
ice, Pastor Mass resigned his pastorate in St. Paul Congregation, to 
accept a call to Lowden, Iowa. At the conclusion of his pastorate 
the congregation. numbered 319 baptized souls, 207 communicants, 
and 69 voting members. On November 21, 1926 Pestor Theodore 
Frese was installed as the congregation’s second resident pastor by 
a vacancy pastor, the Rev. Louis Yockey of Immanuel Church, 

inger. 


In the Annual Meeting of the year 1928 the matter of providing 
more room for the growing congregation was discussed. In the 
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April meeting of that year it was decided to build an addition to 
the church and to install a pipe organ. John Richmann, Herman 
Matthias, John Judas, John Widdell, and John Matthias were elected 
to the building committee. The Organ Committee consisted of Teach- 
er F. G. Torgler, Fred Diekmann, and Emil Stumme. Altar cover- 
ings as well as carpeting for the aisle were provided by the ladies 
of the congregation. The young people of the congregation con- 
tributed the sum of $400.00 toward the purchase of the new organ. 
The confirmation class of that year (1928) donated the hymn boards. 


Under the continued blessings of the Lord the congregation on 
the first Sunday in September, 1928 was permitted to dedicate the 
new addition to the church and the new Rueter Pipe Organ. In the 
festival services Pastor Theo. Frese, Pastor H. F. Buettner, and Pastor 
W. H. Cordts were the speakers. The evening of that Sunday fea- 
tured an organ concert on the new organ dedicated to the service of 
God. Teacher Saszmannshausen of Chicago, IIl., was concert organist. 


On November 12, 1933 the congregation observed the 450th An- 
niversery of Luther’s birth. The anniversary featured a children’s 
program on the life and work of Luther. The minutes of the congre- 
gation were recorded in German until the April 6 meeting, 1937, 
when it was decided to have them recorded in two languages, Ger- 
man and English. This arrangement continued until the resignation 
of Teacher Torgler. 


Many of our members will recall the observance of our congre- 
gation’s 25th Annniversary on October 21, 1934. Pastors H. Mass, 
R. Piehler, and F. Buettner were the festival speakers. 


On June 10, 1934 permission was granted Pastor Frese to conduct 
services in Greschem about five miles south of Readlyn. In January 
of 1936 the congregation was incorporated effective until the year 1960. 
In December of 1936 the congregation observed the Silver Wedding 
Anniversary of Teacher and Mrs. Fred Torgler. On January 16, 1938 
it was decided to have the German and English services alternating. 
In a special service on April 23, 1939 the congregation commemo- 
rated the Centennial of the Saxon Emigration to Perry County, 
Missouri. In a meeting on July 11, 1939 it was decided to sell the 
hitching posts on the south side of the church and to build a curb. 


On September 27, 1942, Pastor Frese was granted a peaceful release 
to Trinity Lutheran Church, Guttenberg, Iowa. He thus rounded out 
16 years of faithful service to St. Paul Congregation. At the time 
of his departure the congregation had grown to 80 voting and 258 
communicant members. Pastor Theo. Eickelberg of Artesian was 
chosen as vacancy pastor. 


Pastor Frese’s successor was the Rev. Mark J. Steege, who was 
installed on November 8, 1942, having come here from Cedar Rapids. 


In the annual meeting of 1943, January 10, it was resolved to 
have a double service every Sunday. That same year the German 
Constitution was translated into the English language and offered 
to the voting members in booklet form. In this year the congrega- 
tion resolved also to organize and establish a Sunday School. The 
congregation resolved also to participate in Synod’s Pension Fund. 


In October, 1943, Mr. Torgler tendered his resignation as teacher, 
due to ill health. Pastor Steege taught during the remaining school 
term. During the summer of 1944 the school was completely mod- 
ernized. On June 11, 1944 Mr. Eldor G. Handrich was installed as 
teacher and organist. The enrollment of the school at that time was 
33. In July, 1945 the congregation decided to engage a second teacher. 
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Miss Maurine Rathie of Atkins was the first lady teacher. Miss Melba 
Potratz, now Mrs. Milton Huebner, of this congregation, began teach- 
ing in the lower grades in: the fall of 1946. Others who taught in 
the lower grades since that time were: Mrs. W. Lindemann. Miss Lillian 
Schultz, Miss Ruth Benning, Miss F. Suchow, Miss Miriam Miller, 
Mrs. O. Moll, Miss Audrey Happel,‘ Miss Miriam: Gerken, and Miss 
J oyce Piehl. 


On October 2. 1946 Pasi Steege was granted a peaceful release 
to become Professor of homiletics at Concordia Theological Seminary, 
Springfield, Illinois. At this time the congregation numbered 87 
voting and 274 communicant members. 


On November 1, 1946 Pastor George Koch was called as successor 
to Pastor Mark Steege. After one year’s pastorate, on December 9, 
1947, Pastor Koch tendered his resignation from St. Paul Congrega- 
tion. Pastor Scheel of Klinger served as vacancy pastor. 


The Rev. Alfred Ernest was installed as Pastor on May 16, 1943. 
In 1950 new church steps leading up to the entrance were installed. 
The-following year the church basement was completely remodeled, 
including the installation of a modern kitchen. 


In a meeting on September 29th, 1953, Pastor A. Ernest was re- 
leased to St. John Congregation at Scott’s Bluff. Nebraska. Pastor 
Wm. Reddel of Klinger, served as vacancy pastor. 


On October 21, 1953 St. Paul Congregation extended a call to the 
Rev. J. L. Strelow of Canton. Kansas to become its pastor. The Holy 
Spirit prompted him to accept. He subsequently was installed by 
Pastor Wm. F. Reddel, Vacancy Pastor, of Klinger assisted by Pastors 
Hilst, Mette, Leckbund, Moll, Sontag, and Schultz on January 17, 
1954 at-8:00 P. M. 


Miss Audrey Happel, a daughter of Mr. and Mrs. Wm. Happel, 
members of the congregation, began teaching the lower grades in the 
fall of 1955. 


By unanimous request of the congregation Pastor Strelow de- 
clined the call tendered him by Immanuel Lutheran Church, Arcadia, 
Indiana in the spring of 1956. Teacher E. G. Handrich received a call 
to serve as Principal and eighth grade teacher at Bethlehem Lutheran 
Church, Milwaukee, Wisconsin, and at his reauest was: given a peace- 
ful release to accept this call on May 31, 1956. On June 10. 1956 the 
congregation voted to extend a call to Mr. Alvin Keil of Sterling, 
Colorado, a 1956 graduate of Concordia Teachers’ College, River Forest, 
Illinois, to serve as Principal and upper grade teacher in our school. 


In a special meeting of the congregation held on December 4, 
1956 Pastor Strelow presented a call which he had received from 
First St. Paul Lutheran Church, Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania. After every 
one had an opportunity to express himself, Pastor Strelow expressed 
the feeling that the field at Pittsburgh offered greater opportunities 
for service in the Kingdom and requested a peaceful release to accept 
his call, which the congregation very reluctantly granted him. He 
preached his farewell sermon on December 16. 1956. 


At the quarterly meeting of the congregation, April 8, 1957 the 
congregation’s present pastor, the Rev. W. A. Ave- Lallemant, of Mil- 
waukee,.. Wisconsin was. called to lead the congregation spiritually. 
He accepted the call and on Sunday, May 26th, was installed by the 
vancancy pastor, the Rev. Wm. F. Reddel.. In a special meeting on 
April 30, 1957 the congregation resolved: on a complete renovation 
of the parsonage. The garage was also offered for sale and plans 
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made for a new one. The amount of $3,500 plus the willing work 
of the congregation’s members were devoted to this project. 


Beginning with July 1957 the congregation resolved to hold 
German services the first Sunday of each month, with special services 
on the major Church festivals. On August 6. 1957 the congregation’s 
Principal and Upper Grade teacher, Mr. Alvin Keil, wrote the con- 
gregation from his summer school headquarters requesting a peace- 
ful release from his duties to accept a call tendered him by his home 
congregation of Sterling, Colorado. The request was granted. This 
left the school without a Principal and upper grade teacher only two 
short weeks before the opening of the new school term. Under the 
blessing of the Lord Miss Donna Beier of Reinbeck, Iowa was en- 
gaged as acting principal one week before the opening of school. 
Miss Miriam Gerken of Ohio, student at our teachers’ college in 
River Forest, Ill., was engaged to teach the lower grades for one year. 
Her successor in the lower grade room for the 1958-59 term was Miss 
Joyce Piehl of Waterloo, Iowa. Miss Beier continued her work as act- 
ing principal and organist until the end of May, 1959, when she accepted 
the position of teacher of the third grade in our sister congregation, 
Immanuel of Waterloo. 


In the summer of 1958 the Ladies’ Aid redecorated the basement 
of the church. The congregation decided also in the annual meeting 
of 1959 to top and trim the trees on the church property. A debt 
liquidation drive as a special project for the 50th Anniversary, was 
successful. The congregation is at present entirely debt free. 


In a special call meeting on January 27, 1959, a prayerful attempt 
was made to fill the double vacancy in our school by a request to 
Synod’s Placement Board for a candidate male teacher to serve as 
principal and organist, and, if possible, the wife of the candidate to 
teach in the lower grades. The Lord answered our reauest for a 
husband-wife teacher combination in the persons of Mr. Donald 
Frank of Norfolk, Nebraska, and his wife, Sherry, who was installed 
on August 9th, 1959. 


At the April Quarterly Meeting it was decided by the congrega- 
tion to observe the 50th Anniversary of our congregation in four 
special services: A Youth and Christian Education Service on Wed- 
nesday, August 19th, 1959 at 8:00 P. M.; a German Anniversary Serv- 
ice on Sunday. August 23, at 8:15 A. M. and an English Anniversary 
Service at 9:30 A. M.; as well as a Confirmation Reunion Service at 
2:30 P. M. of the same Sunday. A dinner was served in the 
Readlyn Community Hall, as well as a lunch after the afternoon 
service. As a fitting memorial of the occasion the congregation re- 
solved to start an Expansion Fund. Offerings of the day are to help 
defray expenses and half are intended for the Mission Budget of our 
congregation. W. H. Happel, Gustav Jaschen. and John Strumpel 
were elected to the Anniversary Committee. This committee, in turn, 
appointed various assistant committees which are as follows:

In this, its fiftieth year, St. Paul Congregation numbers 380 bap- 
tized members, 276 communicants, 104 children, and 72 voting mem- 
bers. For the 1959 Fiscal Year the congregation has adopted the 
budget of $13.333.20 for home purposes, and $5,000 for Synod’s Mis- 
sion Budget. We are grateful that, through the sanctifying influence 
of God’s Holy Spirit, we have been able to give the Savior approxi- 
mately one-twelfth of this amount monthly. The congregation is 
at present debt free and has adopted the establishment of an Expan- 
sion Fund as a fitting memorial to this anniversary. 


Present enrollment of the Christian Day School is 52 children. 
The Sunday School numbers 69. The Ladies’ Aid, Walther League, 
and Mens’ Club are active in the Lord’s work. For further informa- 
tion regarding these societies kindly consult the Historical Display in 
the school. 


A number of students have been given to the Lord in the ministry 
and teaching profession by this congregation. At present three are 
preparing for the teaching profession: one at Concordia Teachers’ 
College, River Forest, Ill.; one at Concordia Teachers’ College, Sew- 
erd, Nebraska; and one at Concordia College. St. Paul. Minn. Two 
are preparing for the Holy Ministry at Concordia College, Milwaukee, 
Wisconsin. 


The character of a community is no better or worse than the 
character of its citizens. We give all credit and glory to God for the 
community in which we live. St. Paul congregation is happy and 
thankful to have had a part in the character building of the citizens 
of this community during nearly all of the past half century of its 
history. By the preaching and teaching of God’s Holy Word, the 
power of God unto salvation, we have been privileged to show young 
and old the way of salvation, and to train them to live as God would 
have them live. Good Christians make good citizens. We are grate- 
ful for having had the opportunity to build God’s Kingdom and to 
promote the welfare of Readlyn these many years.
